the basic metropolitan character 
of the county’s suburban com- 
munity, but does not spell out a 
plan of consolidation. However, :: 
is plainly indicated that the aim 
is to foster logical grouping of 
the cities, towns and villages into 
large units. . 


Larger Cities Proposed. 


This conceivably might be car- 
ried out by creating perhaps 
three, four or five cities to re- 
place the 94, covering a large, 
virtually solid block of the coun- 
ty, extending about eight miles 
west, northwest and southwest 
from the St. Louis city limits. 

As an example of the multi- 
plicity. of small incorporated | 
places of doubtful strength, offi- 
cials have noted that there are 
23 of these communities within 
the Normandy school district. 

The commission calls attention 
to the phenoménal growth in 
county population, which reached 
404,000 in 1950 and is expected 
eventually to exceed 500,000. 
There were only eight incorporat- 
ed places in 1911 and only 39 in 


been since then, with the towns 
largely bunched in the eastern 
part of the county. 

Problems of congestion and of 
high concentration of population 
are facing the county, and unified 
effort to meet common problems 
is needed, the commission com- 
ments. It calls attention to the 
confusing “jigsaw puzzle” of the 
beundaries of incorporated areas. 


City-County Problem. 


While the commission is non- 
committal on the old question of 
some form of merger of city and 
county, it does declare that city- 
county “co-ordination of highway 
and street development and traf- 
fic control are vital to the health’ 
of our community and the safety 
of our citizens.” The lack of suf- 
ficient main traffic arteries and 
traffic controls is noted. 

The report details existing pow- 
ers under the county charter and 
the state constitution that would 
aid in consolidation of services, 
or of municipalities.. Among prob- 
lems facing the incorporated 
places which it lists are: Sewers, 
zoning, subdivision regulation, 
building regulation, recreation 
and provision of parks, fire pro- 
tection, law enforcement, health 
service, air-raid defensex 

The report stresses the diffi- 
culty confronting the smaller 
places in meeting the demands 
for these things,.and says: “The 
recent trend toward a multiplicity 
of incorporated areas may lead 
to waste and administrative and 
political chaos.” 

Danger of Slums. 

A warning is given of the in- 
cipient danger of the spread of 
slums in the county.

Movie Theater to Let Customers 


Set Their Own Admission Prices 


| COLUMBUS, 0., Nov. 12 (UP) | 


'—Owners of the Little theater 
announced today that they will 
try to stay in business by not 
charging admissions. Customers 
of the movie house will be asked 
to contribute whatever they feel 
the evening’s entertainment was 
worth. 

Lee J. Hofheimer and Albert 

L. Sugarman, owners of the thea- 
ter, said the new policy is an al- 
ternative to paying an “unfair 
and discriminatory” federal 
,amusement tax. The 20 per cent 
tax, enacted during World War II, 
/has been under attack since the 
war ended. 

“This is a realistic attempt to 
stay in business,” Hofheimer said. 
“We pay all the taxes that other 


businessmen pay ... on top of. 
that. we pay 20 per cent out of 
our gross box office income to 
the Government.” 

Hofheimer said that he knew 
of one theater owner who lost 
$2000 in operating a 2000-seat 
theater last year during which 
he paid $30,000 in amusement 
taxes. 

Hofheimer said a theater own- 
er in Washington using the same 
idea has been operating at a 


profit since October.

Exhibits included diets of 800,

lowe by a number of horrible | 
.examples of foods to be avoided. | 
Among the latter was the plate of | 
pancakes and sirup rated at 620 
calories, more than half the daily | 
quota of some diets.

Test on Foreign Trade 


One of the first big tests to face the Eisen- 
hower Administration will be on foreign trade 
policy. The President-elect is committed, in a 
general ‘way, to the expansion’ of foreign trade, 
which means a policy of placing as few obstacles 
as possible in the way of imports from other 
lands. But the Republican leadership in the Sen- 
ate which must implement such a policy is by no 
means committed to the same principle, 

The crucial importance of this question is in- 
dicated by the emphasis currently being placed 
by our friends and allies overseas on their need 
for wider markets for their goods in this coun- 
try. They want, as rapidly as possible, to substi- 
tute “trade for aid”—to balance their economies 
by selling us more goods instead of receiving a 
handout of dollars. 

The Republican Administration undoubtedly 
would like to reduce the handout. But will it 
make that possible by lifting the barriers to 
trade? Can the new President, with the prestige 
of his great popular vote, persuade enough Sena- 
tors of his own party to go along with a trade 
policy which his party has historically opposed? 

Some of the difficulties are illustrated by the 
record of Republican Senators in the most ‘re- 
cent tests of congressional attitudes on foreign 
trade. The first came last January when the 

-Senate voted on the issue of sustaining quota 
restrictions on imports of dairy products, fats 
and oils and some other products. 

These restrictions, imposed by 1951 legislation, 
had been widely protested by our allies overseas 
as violating American pledges to encourage ex- 
panded trade and as operating against their 
efforts to earn dollars. When the Senate con- 
sidered a proposal to repeal the restrictions, 


every one of the 38 Republicans who will return © 


to the Eighty-third Congress voted against re- 
peal. Not one Republican voted for repeal. 


In June the Senate had a chance to vote on 
the same issues in less drastic form. The Senate 
Banking Committee had recommended that the 
1951 restrictions be replaced with others some- 
what less rigorous. Of those Republicans who 
will return to the next Senate, 28 voted for the 
tighter restrictions, and only six voted for some 
relaxation. 

The six Senators who stood against the ma- 
jority of their party were Saltonstall, Tobey, 
Smith of New Jersey, Smith of Maine, Duff and 
Flanders. If these alone constitute the “free 
trade bloc” of the Republican party, they make 
a gnighty small nucleus to work with. 

It may be assumed that Gen. Eisenhower, once 
in the White House, could command greater sup- 
port than is indicated by these six votes for a 
more liberal trade policy. But what he will be 
up against is shown by the Republican votes on 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act in 1949 and 1951. The following Republican

Much of the work of whole platoons and com- 
panies of military censors and public informa- 
tion dispensers has been set at naught by disclos- 
ure in an Army engineers’ semi-official book of 
long-secret facts about the “underground Penta- 
gon” being constructed within a mountain near 
Fort Ritchie, Md.

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Chaim Weizmann’s Work

The dream of a Jewish homeland must have 
been jas strong in him in his Russian boyhood 
as it was in his ancient ancestors in Egypt. It 
meant infinitely more to him than his devotion 
to his science. And when that science brought 
the British and their allies deeply into his debt, 
he said: “All I ask is that you do something for 

my people.” 

Weizmann won the Balfour Declaration at the 
end of the first world war, but it was not until 
1948—after the second world war—that mod- 
ern Israel finally came into being. Meanwhile 
Weizmann had labored mightily to unite dissi- 
dent Zionist elements in all parts of the world 
so that there might be solid support for the new 
state. 

Even so, he saw Israel forced to defend itself 
against its neighboring Arab states. And al- 


most at the very moment of his death, Egypt 


threatened to cut off its trade with West Ger- 
many because Bonn was making reparations to 
Israel for the unspeakable wrongs done ¢he 
Jews by the Nazis. 

No doubt, there will be other attacks on 
Chaim Weizmann’s work; but it is good work. 
and good work endures. 
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On the Gerrymander’s Trail 


For Missouri a question hangs over after the 
elections: Did the fanciful gerrymander of the 
State’s 11 congressional districts turn out as 
the gerrymanderers expected? 

The Democratic legislators who carved out 
this picturesque map of 11 new districts figured 
that seven districts would be safely Democratic, 
and two safely Republican. Generously, they 
said two districts would be “doubtful.” The 
Republicans cried that any doubts would be 
resolved in the Democrats’ favor. 

In a way, the election results did follow the 
gerrymander. For seven Demoerats and four 
Republicans were elected. Thé trouble was 
that the Democrats hung onto one district they 
had claimed to think was doubtful, but lost a 


.district they obviously thought was safe. 


The two doubtful areas were the Sixth, in 
Northeast Missouri, and the Eleventh in the 
central part of the State, Former Congressman 
William C. Cole won the Sixth for the G.O.P. 
by about 5000 votes. In the Eleventh, Demo- 
cratic Congressman Morgan Moulder edged 
ahead by the thickness of 1255 ballots. Thus 
these districts were doubtful enough. 

Where the Democratig gerrymanderers got 
their surprise was the new Fourth district, 
which includes a snippet of Kansas City and 
several border counties. There Congressman 
Leonard Irving, a Democrat, lost by a clear 
11,000 votes to Jeffrey Hillelson. This district 
was supposed to be about as safe as Fort 
Knox. But the voters therg refused to submit. 

The Republicans, meanwhile, may thank their 
stars that their legal challenge to the gerry- 
mander failed. Had they been able to force an 
election at large, the Democrats might have 
snared the whole congressional delegation. For 
except in the presidential contest the party had 
a slim popular majority in the state. And a 
shift of four congressional votes from Missouri 
would have left the G.O.P. without real control 
in the narrowly divided House of Represent- 
atives. 

As it was the Democrats got seven seats out 
of gerrymandering where they were entitled 
to no more than six on the basis of the popular 
vote. They polled only about 52 per cent of the 
ballots cast for Governor. It was no fault of 
theirs that the congressional delegation is as 
representative of Missouri as it turned out to be. 

The election results prove that the gerryman- 
der is unfair. And aside from the parties it is 
unfair to urban voters of either party, who are 
short-changed by over-populated districts. . For 
these reasons the next Legislature ought to re- 
place the grotesque congressional map with a 
fair provision for the elections two years hence. 
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Blow to Jim Crow 

The Supreme Court has decided not even to 
review the ruling of the United States Court 
of Appeals at Richmond, Va., prohibiting the 
segregation of white and Negro passengers on 
coaches of the Atlantic Coast Line railroad. This 
means that the lower court decision is now the 
jaw for its jurisdiction — jurisdiction which 
covers, in addition to Virginia, the four states 
of West Virginia, Maryland and North and 
South Carolina. What has happened in one 
jurisdiction reaching into the South will happen 
in others.

Although we have no comparative statistics to 
prove it, it is probable that the Post-Dispatch 
has printed more letters from its readers about 
the 1952 presidential campaign than any other 
newspaper in the country. We have devoted the 
letters column to campaign reactions many 
times. We have repeatedly employed the space 
under the cartoon for such letters. We printed 
full pages of letters on the three Sundays pre- 
ceding the election. A count would show that 
we have printed several hundred letters or parts 
of letters from readers in all parts of the coun- 
try from Massachusetts to California. 

Today we print our final collection of election 
letters. We wish it were not necessary to draw 
the line and say “No more,” but this is the 
inevitable situation. There still are stacks of 
letters here in the office and each mail brings 
more. We thank the writer of each and every 
one. Each letter received has been read, and 
it has been hard to decide which should be 
printed and which should be omitted. We trust 
that all who have written will understand that 
when letters flood in with each mail, as they 
have done on the campaign and the election, 
there is no way to print them all. 

For our final collection we have decided to 
print letters from readers who liked the role of 
the Post-Dispatch in the campaign. We do this 
because we have already printed many letters 
and telegrams whose writers stuck their tongues 
out at us. Indeed many readers received the 
wrong impression from the fact that for sev- 
eral days we “gave the breaks” to those who 
were against us. As all through the campaign, 
we received many more letters supporting our 
position than opposing it. 

And thus we close the printing of campaign 
letters. We appreciate this strong backing from 
our readers. It says in letters just what the 
St. Louis area said in votes on Nov. 4. Both 
have been very gratifying to the Post-Dispatch.

Francis Robinson, tour director 
for the Metropolitan, said the 
New York company had received 
excellent support in St. Louis 
and would like nothing better 
than to return, but was obligated 
to accept “the biggest receipts 
we can get.” 

The Metropolitan, he said, has 
arranged to appear for three days 
in Montreal and a week in 
Toronto, Canada, during the pe- 
riod in late May when it might 
have scheduled a St. Louis visit. 
He indicated the Canadian cities 
made acceptable guarantees. 

“We can take in $18,000 a night 
on a sell-out here in New York,” 
Robinson explained. “It’s foolish 
for us to travel if we can’t get 
a guarantee of $20,000 — or at 
least a minumum of $18,000—a 
performance.” 

The Metropolitan was guaran- 
teed $40,000 last May and realized 
more than $68,000 in four per- 
formances at Kiel Auditorium, 
William Zalken, secretary of the 
Symphony Society, said. He said 
he did not blame the opera for 
going where it could get the most 
money, but termed the request- 
ed guarantee “too much of a 
gamble.” 

“We'd have to take in $85,000 
to $90,000 to come out,” he said. 

Both Robinson and Zalken ex- 
pressed regret that a financial 
understanding had eluded them, 
and both emphasized there were 
no hard feelings. The opera of- 
ficial added he still had hopes 
something might be done. 

The Metropolitan’s visit last 
spring was its sixth to St. Louis 
in seven years, and the first since 
Rudolf Bing became general 
manager.

Case Before Grand Jury. 


Here is an issue that cuts so 
many ways both at home and 
abroad. One obvious reason why 
the Justice Department could not 
sanction such an agreement for 
Iran is that at the very moment 
the Department is pressing anti- 
trust charges against leading 
American oil companies for enter- 
ing into cartel agreements in their 
dealing in the Middle East. 

These charges being presented 
before a federal grand jury in 
Washington result from a lengthy 
study made in the department. 

A similar study by economists 
of the Federal Trade Commission 
of cartel agreements in the in- 
ternational oil field was kept for 
eee months under a top-secret 
abel. 


End of an Era? 


Finally at White House orders 
it was reviewed by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, Secretary of 
Defense Robert Lovett and Mu- 
tual Security Administrator 
Averell Harriman. They, in turn, 
called for an appraisal from Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith, head of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

Smith is said to have reported 
that the FTC study, if published, 
would cause harm to American 
relations in the Middle East. 
Some passages were deleted be- 
fore the report was at last re- 
leased. Much of the material had 
been publicized before and it 
caused little stir.

“Courier” for Social Democrats. 


The man is a “courier” for the 
Social Democrats, a party which 
is “illegal” in Eastern Germany, 
but which probably would top| 
all others put together among the 
18,000,000 residents of the Soviet 
zone if genuinely free elections 
were to be held. As such his 
travels are continuous. 

The shortages, both of food 
and of other consumer items, are 
not confined to any one area but 
are general, he says. Only in 
Eastern Berlin, the seat of the 
Communist “government,” has an 
effort been made to keep up 
stocks in the stores. 

¥YWhat will we eat today?” {s 
the pressing worry of almost 
every family, he says, except for 
those of the party officials and 
“activists” who get special treat- 
ment and privileges. 

These, in turn, are referred to 
sarcastically as “bonsen, ” a slang 
word with multiple unpleasant 
overtones, which formerly was 
used to describe the local tyrants 
of the Nazis. 


‘Incidents’ Increasing. 


The “bonsen” have the ordi- 
nary police and the dreaded 
secret or security police as their 
weapons and protection. But this 
is not enough. “Incidents” are 
increasing, both on the farms and 
among the urban workers. 

Two men were reported beaten 
to death and 30 others injured 
recently in a melee between high- 
way workers and a group of local 
Communist officials in a state- 
owned restaurant at Gueldendorf. 

The constsuction workers were 
complaining about prices and 
quality, according to the account. 
The party members threatened 
them with prosecution. The work- 
ers first cut the telephone lines 
so the police couldn’t be alerted,

Communist attempts to form 
“production co-operatives,” simi- 
lar to the collectivized farms of 
the Soviets, are responsible in 
part for the food shortages. So 
widespread is the opposition that 
the Eastern German Politburo 
publicly has threatened the forci- 
ble liquidation of the “rich peas- 
ants” if the opposition does not 
cease. 

A “rich peasant,” in eastern 
German Communist jargon, is 
anyone who farms 50 acres or 
more. They already must deliver 
proportionately much more of 
their produce to the state than is 
required of farmers with smaller 
holdings. 

Plight of Small Land Holders. 


Even small holders often have 
nothing left for themselves and 
are reported to be buying black 
market flour for their own tables 
and to be slaughtering pigs when 
they have reached only half their 
growth. 

Seed stocks are said to be di- 
minishing rapidly. 

Most basic foods still are ra- 
tioned in Eastern Germany, even 
when they can be obtained. Resi- 
dents of the Soviet zone expect 
additional items to be added to 
the lists and the amounts to be 
reduced, but probably not until 
after Christmas. 

Some of the statistical prepara- 
tions for a revised and more 
stringent rationing system al- 
ready have been made, they say. 

The existence of these devastat- 
ing shortages which no longer can 
be hidden is a source of consid- 
erable embarrassment to the 
Eastern German Communists. 
Their slogan at their party Con- 
gress last June described the 
period into which they were then 
heading as the “era of success.” 


FLOODING HINDERS 
STALINGRAD AREA 
VOLGA PROJECTS

PARIS, Nov. 12—Sudden trou- 
ble has developed near Stalingrad 
where important power stations 
and shipping locks are being built 
in connection with the great Vol- 
ga development program. 

At one point where foundations 
are being driven 55 feet below 
the level of the riverbed sub- 
terranean streams have flooded 
the works. In an attempt to 
check the flooding engineers are 
planning to dig 600 wells around 
the perimeter, equipped with ar- 
tesian pumps and interspersed 
with 78 mobile water dispersal 
installations, and to surround the 
whole area with a water-tight 
wall. 


Farther north at Kuibyshev, 
work has started on an 18,000- 
mile network of canals east of 
the Volga and on eur main power 
transmission line Moscow. 
Work at Kuibyshev tiself is going 
well.

TITANIUM PRODUCER 


It Will Be Third Nation in 
World to Make ‘Won- 


der Metal.’ 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Britain is going into business mak- 
ing the “wonder metal” titanium 
—the third nation in the world to 
do 80. 

Titanium is one of the com- 


monest elements in the world— | 


but it reacts so strongly with 


common gases that it is only just | 
beginning to be widely used in | 


engineering. The entire world 


production at present comes from | 


the United States and Canada. 


Despite the fact there are. 
reckoned to be hundreds of bil- | 
lions of tons of the metal scat- | 


tered around the world, global 


output in 1951 was not much more | 


than 700 tons—from two United 
States plants. A pilot plant in 
Canada, where the world’s richest 
known ores also are found, 
started working recently, and the 
United States is expected to boost 
production’ to around 5000 tons 
this year. 
Keen Interest in Metal. 

All the world’s big steel and 
aluminum producers now are 
keenly interested in titanium— 
because it is as strong as steel 
and only half the weight. In 
alloys it has qualities akin to 
armor plate, and the metal retains 
its strength at much higher tem- 
peratures than most of the ferrous 
or aluminum alloys used now. 

The metal thus has a big 
future in high-speed and high- 
temperature engineering, particu- 
larly in such fields as jet air- 
craft and atomic engineering — 
where most of the current pro- 
duction now goes. 

Britain has been experimenting 
for years in ways to produce the 
pure metal. It is no easy job be- 
cause titanium reacts with oxy- 
gen, nitrogen and hydrogen, mak- 
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ted areas indicate snow.

Rice Recipes 
That Won 
High Praise 


By Edith M. Barber 


ICE is perhaps the only real 

competitor of the potato. In 

the South, rice is first choice 
as a candidate for the dinner 
table. In the North, rice has 
many friends but the potato gets 
the voting majority. 

Recently rice was the star of 
one of those food weeks. We're 
a little late but the recipes are 
as good as ever. The two recipes 
printed today were both enthusi- 
astically praised when they were 
served. One guest was particu- 
larly enthusiastic about the rice 
sausage stuffing—used to stuff a 
turkey served at a dinner party 
she attended. Another guest so 
liked beef stroganoff, she asked 
for the recipe. This of course, is 
not always served with rice but 
rice makes a good accompaniment. 


Older recipes call for boiling 
large qyantities of water. The 
modern way is to use much less 
and allow it all to be absorved. 
This method, which we owe to 
the Orient, is a combination of 
boiling and steaming and applies 
to the standard type of rice. The 
pre-cooked rice that is so much 
appreciated by those who must 
prepare quick meals, takes an 
even shorter time to prepare. 

Rice and Sausage Staffing. 

Two cups rice, three-fourths 
pound sausage meat, one and one~ 
half teaspoons salt, three-fourths 
teaspoon pepper, three-fourths 
teaspoon poultry seasoning, one 
and one-half tablespoons minced 
celery leaves, one and one-half 
tablespoons minced parsley leaves. 

Cook rice according to direc- 
tions on package. Place sausage 
meat in skillet and stir lightly 
with fork until slightly brown, 
Combine with rice and seasonings. 
Yield: Stuffing for 10-pound ture 
key. 

Beef Stroganoff on Rice. 


One-third cup butter or mar- 
garine, one-half cup finely chopped 
mushrooms, sliced, one and one- 
half pounds beef (top round) cut 
in % by % by 2-inch strips, two 
tablespoons flour, one cup water, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half cups rice, two table- 
spoons tomato paste, one teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half cup 
sweet or sour cream. 


Melt two tablespoons butter or 
margarine in saucepan. Add onions, 
saute until yellow, then remove 
and set aside. Melt two table- 
spoons more of the butter or mar- 
garine and add mushrooms, Saute 
until lightly browned, remove and 
set aside. Melt remaining fat, 
roll beef in:flour and saute un- 
til browned. : .Add water, one-half 
teaspoon salt and onions. Cover 
and simmer gently until beef is 
tender (about one and one-half 
hours). Cook rice according to 
directions on package. To mix- 
ture in skillet add tomato paste, 
Worcestershire sauce,’cream and 
mushrooms. Heat thoroughly and 
arrange in center of platter. Sur- 
round with the fluffy hot rice. 
Yield: Four servings.

An Actress Who Wouldn't Give Up 


Julie Harris, Despite Disappointments, 'Wasn't Even Tempted’ to Go Home Until She Was a Star

HEN Julie Harris left Grosse 

Point, Mich., for a year at 

Yale Uhtiiversity Drama 
School, her family thought she 
was just a stage-struck kid. She’ll 
be back, they said. 

‘ But they underestimated their 
young daughter's . stubbornness 
when it comes to the theater. 
Despite at least a half-dozen stage 
turkeys and twice as many heart- 
breaks, she “wasn’t even tempt- 
ed” to give up, and when she 
did go home, it was as the star of 
her second hit in a row, “I Am 
a Camera.” 

John Van Druten’s drama be- 
gan its current tour in Detroit, 
and all the family and friends 
came over from Grosse Point to 
see the slim, auburn-haired star 
who had her first taste of the 
theater in tge drama department 
of the local high school. The 
play, which won the New York 
Drama Critics’ Award and ran 
262 performances on Broadway, 
is at the American Theater this 
week. 

The husky-voiced actress, now 
in her middle 20s, jumped from 
obscurity into the spotlight as the 
12-year-old tomboy, Frankie, in 
“The Member of the Wedding,” 
which opened on Broadway in 
January, 1950. Then came star- 
dom and fous awards as the best 
actress of the year in “I Am a 
Camera,” which opened on Broad- 
way in September, 1951, and 
ended its run there in July. Just 
before starting this tour Il weeks 
ago, Julie was in Hollywood mak- 
ing a movie of “The Member of 
the Wedding,” with Ethel jVaters 
and Brandon DeWilde, who also 
starred in the New York produc- 
tion. 

“The Member of the Wedding” 
she tabs as the most important 
event, the real turning point, of 
her career. Up to that time, from 
1945 on, life for Julie Harris has 
been just one short stage run 
after another. But one of those— 
not a success by Broadway stand- 
ards—was the break she neede:l. 
It was “The Young and Fair,” 
directed by Harold Clurman who 
later was to direct her in “fhe 
Member of the Wedding.” 

“*The Member of the Wedding’ 
will color the rest of my life,” 
she said. “Working with Ethel 
Waters was wonderful. .And I 
feel that Brandon DeWilde is my 
little brother. Its a strange 
thing, but somehow I felt that 
the stage play was my real 
existence, and when it was over, 
it seemed that I had lost some- 
thing very real and wonderful.” 

It’s still something of a sur- 
prise to Julie that she was se- 
lected for the role of the Eng- 
lish girl in the Bohemian life of 
Hitler’s Berlin in “I Am a 
Camera.” 

“John (Van Druten) told me 
later he had seen me in ‘Mem- 
ber’ three times and still didn’t 
think I was the one for this role,” 
she says. 

But when the actress and her 
husband, Jay Julien, met Van 
Druteg in Europe after “Member 
of the Wedding” had closed, he 
gave her a script and a few 
months later, back in New York, 
she was on Broadway. 

The role is a far cry from that 
of the 12-year-old tomboy, 
Frankie, but any role is all right

Pounding Pipes 


NY of you who have gone 
A over Niagara Falls in a barrel 

will agree that flowing water 
has a considerable amount of 
force. 

And when you open a water 
faucet in your home, the water 
flowing through the pipes under 
pressure also has a good deal of 
force and will often start the 
pipes to pounding amd knocking. 


This pounding is not only very 
annoying but if you let it go long 
enough the vibration in the pipes 
will open up seams and joints and 
start leaks. So you want to be 
sure that all your plumbing lines 
are so securely fastened down 
that they won't vibrate and 
pound no matter what. 


You can use various sorts of 
pipe supports and brackets for 
this job and these are sold at 
hardware and plumbing stores. 
The pipe supports should be at- 
tached to something solid like 
wall studding or floor joists. If 
a length of pipe runs across an 
area where there is no nearby 
woodwork to fasten it to, install 
additional wood framing. 


It is best to keep the pipes 
from coming into the direct con- 
tact with any of the house wood- 
work. The reason is that cold 
water pipes often become damp 
from condensation at certain 
times of the year and this mois- 
ture can and often does start de- 
cay in the wood.

HE declarer made three suc- 
cessive errors in the play of 
the following hand. 


With East-West silent, South 
landed at the very sound con- 
tract of four hearts. 


West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond. South won with the 
blank king, then, wanting to reach 
dummy for a heart lead toward 
the closed hand, he made the nat- 
ural play of laying down the top 
spades and a third round for a 
ruff. It was simply unfortunate 
that the spades were divided as 
they were and that West ruffed 
in with the heart queen. 


It was not unfortunate, how- 
ever, but negligent that declarer 
discarded a diamond instead of a 
club from dummy. Now West 
made a bold play, and one which 
might have had fatal repercus- 
sions to his own side—he under- 
led the club ace. It would have 


,cost declarer nothing to put up 


the king from dummy, and when 
it held, to discard a club on the 
ciamond ace, but he let the lead 
ride up te his own hand and won 
with the queen. 

The heart ace was now the only 
high trump outstanding, and so 
South could have well afforded 
to lead another spade for a ruff 
with dummy’s nine, but, not real- 
izing his peril, he preferred to lay 
down the heart king. East won 
with the ace and returned a club, 
and West, after winning with the 
ace, led a third club which East 
ruffed. Thus, the excellent con- 
tract went down a trick!

The ‘Wealthy Poor’ 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


- 


HE psychology of many 
rich people has changed 
radically within the last 30 
years. It used to be that the 
moneyed classes were all de- 
fenders of so-called “en- 
trenched wealth”—so much so 
as to be heedless of the hunger 
of the poor. 

Conscience troubled them 
partly because they 
identified the Kingdom of God 


and wealth, or because many 


of the- rich started poor 
and, therefore, could hold 
themselves up as paragons of 
thrift and industry, or finally 
because there was an assump- 
tion abroad that those who be- 
came wealthy did so through 
their skill and hard work, while 
the poor were poor because 
they did not work. 

All this has changed. Though 
there are still many wealthy 
people who belonged to what 
Tawney called the “acquisi- 
tive society” and will always 
remain so, there has developed 
an entirely new psychology on 
the part of many who are rich, 


kok 


THEY are the “wealthy 
poor” because they have 
wealth in their vaults and pov- 
erty on their lips. But they 
never surrender their wealth 
for the poor; they limit them- 
selves.to relief of the problem 


' of poverty; they are interested 


in sociological reform, not in 
the brutal fact of a hungry 
stomach Hence they never 
sacrifice their substance for 
the poor, but only some of their 
income to become kpown as 
“defenders of the masses.” 

How explain this change in 
psychology? It is because in 
the face of Communist propa- 
ganda the stirrings of the giant 
of labor, and the fact that 
wealth is today on the de- 
ffisive, their consciences have 
begun to worry them. Perhaps 
knowing that their money was 
earned too easily, or acquired 
unjustly, they felt the need of 
compensation for their “guilt” 
by espousing the cause of the 
masses, 

This group could be nearer 
to salvation than those~ whose 
consciences are never troubled. 
At least they manifest the un- 
easiness that comes from the 
disproportion between exter- 
nal success and personal merit. 


They have heard the advice of 


. Our Divine Lord, but perverted 


it to their selfish interests. 
“Make friends with the Mam- 
mon of iniquity.” By this Our 
Saviour meant that we ought 
to use our money to help the 
poor, that they may intercede 
for us at the moment of our 
death. 

But this class of the “wealthy 
poor” uses its money to make 
friends with the poor now, $0 
that “when the revolution 
comes” they will be known as 
the lovers of sotial. problems. 
Thus they will have insured 
their finances against confisca- 


tion. 
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IT WILL DO the “wealthy 
poor” no good to espouse Com- 
munism, because Lenin directed 
that they be the first liquidated 
during the bloody revolution. 
The intellectuals too who sold 
out the patrimony of truth for 
the pottage of a hammer and 
sickle are also due for liquida- 
tion with the “wealthy ‘y 

Let not the world be 
ceived by the so-called “de- 
fenders of the poor” who are 
actually lovers of their own 
vaults. To be “poor in spirit” 
is different from having a poor 
mouth. Poverty is a virtue in- 
separable from religion, a fu- 
ture life and God. Once it be- 
comes separated from its eter- 
nal moorings, it becomes dis- 
play, a slogan and fiction. 

Our Blessed Lord was a de- 
fender of the poor, but He is 
described not as a poor Man 
who pronounced a “woe to the 
rich,” but as a rich one “being 
rich became poor.” It is notto 
be forgotten that the humble 
carpenter is the one who car- 
pentered the universe. 

The remedy for this un- 
healthy condition is for those 
who are able, to take a con- 
crete interest in the individual 
poor rather than in the “cause 
of poverty.” Wealth will then 
be used not to win favor with 
the Communists, not to salve 
conscience, but to correct our 
own false egotism and win the 
blessing of God on our whoje 
being.

After fail- 
ing to be accepted by three armies 
in Europe (Austrian, French and 


British) he crossed the Atlantic.
